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SSC Celebrates 140 Years of Service 


1994 marks the 140th anniversary of 
the founding of St. Stanislaus College in 
Bay St. Louis, Mississippi. 

In 1847, five Brothers of the Sacred 
Heart were sent from France to open a 
school in Mobile, Alabama. Shortly there¬ 
after, Father Stanislaus Buteux, pastor of 
Our Lady of the Gulf parish, requested 
that some Brothers be sent to teach the 
children of his parish. On January 5, 
1854, three Brothers arrived in Bay St. 
Louis, and the history of SSC began. 

In the fall of that same year, Father 
Buteux requested more Brothers so that a 
boarding school for boys could be started. 

The first building was wooden and 
consisted of three classrooms, a parlor, 
dormitories and an infirmary. It was built 
at a cost of $3,800. 

In 1855, Brother Athanasius was 
named the first president of St. Stanislaus 
College, and in 1859 he added a two- 
storey frame building behind the first 


building. The new structure added dining 
rooms, a kitchen, and rooms for the 
Brothers. More buildings were added in 
1866 and 1867. 

Through the years additional buildings 
were constructed, and the school survived 
yellow fever epidemics in 1867 and 
1897, and a hurricane in 1893. On June 
21, 1903, fire destroyed most of the 
buildings, but school reopened the fol¬ 
lowing September using temporary quar¬ 
ters. A new building was ready for oc¬ 
cupancy in June, 1904. The new SSC was 
a colonial style building with classrooms, 
administration offices, and dormitories. 

In 1947, a severe hurricane caused 
extensive damage and classes were sus- 
pened for two weeks. The pier was de¬ 
stroyed, but a new pier was completed by 
the summer of 1948 and survived until 
Hurricane Camille in 1969. 

In 1966 a ten-year building program 
was initiated and included the construc¬ 


tion of Aurelian Hall, and renovations to 
the chapel and dining hall. 

Hurricane Camille caused such severe 
damage to the 1904 school building that 
a new classroom building had to be added 
to the plans. 

In August, 1971, the present two- , 
storey classroom-administration-student

union complex was completed. In 1978, m 
the Brother Peter Memorial Gymnasium ^ 
was dedicated. 

In 1992, under the leadership of , 
Brother Paul Montero, Princi¬ 
pal/President, SSC added eight more 
classrooms to the existing structure. And 
in that same year, Dr. Michael Ryan 
assumed duties as the first lay principal in - 
the 138-year history of St. Stanislaus. 

This year, as we celebrate the 140th 
anniversary of SSC, we look back to how 
things were, how we are today, and what 
the future holds as we prepare for the ; 
150th anniversary in 2004.

With 140 years of its history com¬ 
pleted, St. Stanislaus now looks for¬ 
ward to the future and its Sesqu- 
icentenial in 2004. 

The dedication of the Diboll Her¬ 
itage Plaza on September 30, 1993 
marked the beginning of a number of 
projects that will culminate in the 
150th celebration. 

A Strategic Plan is underway that 
will serve as a catalyst for moving SSC 
into the next century. The plan en¬ 
compasses the areas of religious for¬ 
mation, curriculum, personnel, facil¬ 
ities and public relations. 

A more visible activity is the 
“Sesqui Project.” Under the guidance 
and direction of Dr. Marco Giardino, 
faculty and students will explore the 
archaeology of various sites on cam¬ 
pus. 

Another project includes the placing 
of markers to commerorate historical 
sites on the 25 acres that comprise the 
SSC campus. These markers will be 
part of an outside walking tour of the 
campus. 

On April 22, 1994, a Mass was 
celebrated in the Brother Peter Me¬ 
morial Gym comemorating the 140th 
anniversary of SSC. 

We look forward with anticipation 
to the completion of the many projects 
already begun and the start of others 
as we continue to grow through the 
latter years of the 20th century into 
the 21st.
